No true record of early western life could be 
given without gun play. The officers of the law 
might be shown shooting the bad men, but the part 
the bad men played coulg not be shown. 

’ Murder for revenge, for power, lands, money, 
love, is the motive of the highest drama from the 
Greeks to our day. Romeo and Juliet could not 
have been shown on the screen in Chicago if & pro- 
ducer intended the spectators to see in the film 
what Shakespeare intended the people to see in the 
theater. Othello, Hamiet, Macbeth, the whole range 
of English tragedy, the whole range of all tragedy, 
recognizes that drama is in violent death, not an 
octogenarian death in sick bed, but vielent death 
resulting from jealousy, greed, ambition, and other 
passions of man. 

Censorship generally means well. It sees society 
struggling with various forms of violence, and it 
tries to repress incentives. It considers the im- 
pressionable ages and types and it knows the 
movies have the greatest spread of influence. Sug- 
gestion is everywhere. It.is in the newspapers, in 
fiction, in the theater, but Chicago did not raise a, 
crop of gunmen because of western gun plays on 
the screen. That did not account for Dean O’Ban- 
ion, Moss Wnright, or any other gunman who has 
gone to his rest., It did not account for the gun 
play in the west which the western play portrays. 

Censorghip ‘has a hard time getting a formula 
which will work. It is hard for a court of review to 
get one, just as the AppeNate court found out 
| when it came to a conclusion which, if applied to 
all drama, would prevent the showing of the 
world’s greatest tragedies. |

HOW LONG WILL THE OIL LAST! 


Chicago, March 5.—A few days ago is 
& leading editorial you made the state- 
ment that oil would last only about ten 
years longer, or words to that effect. 

So many. statements are being made 
concerning the probable exhaustion of 
petroleum that I feel constrained to re- 
ply to your statement because I believe 
we are unnecessarily alarming the peo- 
ple. I am unable to understand how or 
because there is nothing to back up the 
assertion. Even my good friend, Director 
George Otis Smith, of the United States 
geological survey, seems to have “ sold ” 
his idea of a petroleum famine quite gen- 
erally to officialdom, and I am sorry to 
observe some who are supposed to com- 
prise a part of the oi! industry. I am 
unable to share his fears. In 1900, when 
the automobile was first beginning to 
take hold of the country, our yield of 
crude oil was 75,989 000 barrels. In 1924 
it was approximately 715,000,000 barrels. 
In 1900 we received 12 to 15 barrels of 
gasoline from 100 barrels of crude. Today 
| we recover as high as 80 barrels of gaso- 
line from 100 barrels of crude. Then our 
pos stoeks of crude and gasoline were 


negligible. Today we have 400,000,000- 


barrels of crude in storage, approxzi- 
mately 1,400,000,000 gallons of gasolirie, 
and a corresponding surplus of other re- 
fined products, For years we have had 
a daily excess crude oil production. In 
addition te this we have & rapidly grow- 
ing output of natural gasoline. Moreover, 
we are fast increasing the mileage per 
gallon of gasoline.
